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The Treaty Strength | : 
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legislation that will emanate from 
Congress this year is the fundamental mis- 
conception of the American public as to 
the import of the several treaties negoti- 
ated at the recent Arms Conference. Of 
these the most important were the Naval 
treaty, the Four-Power treaty, the Shan- 
tung agreement and the “Open-Door” 
treaty. All of these appear to accom- 
plish something which practically they 
cannot do; and it is upon the assumption 
that they will be éffective in carrying out 
their ostensible object that anti-naval rad- 
icslism in Congress and among the Ameri- 
ean people is predicated. Such opinion was 
“put across” by foreign control over our 
press during the conference and cannot be 
justified by the facts. 

The Naval treaty pretends to make an 
equitable reduction of the present naval 
strength and of the future limitations upon 
paval strength. Had it done so we would 
be relatively as strong after the agreement 
as we were before. 


Great Britain Now Leads. 


Actually, we were slightly superior to 
Great Britain before the treaty. Under 
its terms we are about 20 per cent. in- 
ferior to her. This discrepancy is account- 
ed for by the fact that the scrapping pro- 
gram assumes our post-Jutland tonnage as 
of no greater value than Great Britain's 
pre-Jutland tonnage; and also because 
the new agreement makes no allowance 
for the great yalue of the British world- 
wide .¢ystem of naval bases, her world- 
control of cable communications, and her

Navy was strong enough to go to the 
Orient and protect the Philippines and 
other American interests there. On the 
conference basis the Japanese navy, prin- 
cipally on account of its superior base fa- 
cilities, will be more than a match for the 
American Navy in the Far East. Obvi- 
ously, this Naval treaty was not an equita- 
ble treaty and is something different from 
what it is accepted to be by the great body 
of American people. 

The Four-Power treaty ostensibly offers 
some substantial guaranty for the integ- 
rity of the Philippines, Guam‘ and Samoa. 
But it is not worded in the sense of a 
guaranty; and since many other treaties 
actually worded in positive terms to the 
same end have failed utterly to accom- 
plish their ostensible object, it is practi- 
cally certain that the Four-Power treaty 
will fail to do so under circumstances 
where vital issues are involved. 


Japan Has Free Hand. 


Under the terms of the Shantung agree- 
ment Japan ostensibly hands back the sov- 
ereignty and control of that province in 
China. Yet the underlying conditions of 
unstable Chinese politics and of the great 
Japanese economic penetration, that will 
remain in Shantung in spite of any mili- 
tary withdrawal that Japan may make, 
will leave to Japan the power to.nullify 
the Shantung agreement if she so chooses, 
especially since the Naval treaty elimi- 
nates the influence of American sea power 
from the Oriental theater, Considering 
that Japan has consistently taken advan- 
tage of similar circumstances in the past 
to obtain possession of Manchuria and 
Korea, it is only reasonable to assume that 
she will retain possession of Shantung in 
spite of the. Shantung agreement. 
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“equdl opportunity” for all countries in 
the commerce of China. Another principal 
object of that treaty is to safeguard the 
rights and interests of China herself. 

This ; pretense’ appears.to be a farce 
when we consider that the earnest Ameri- 
can efforts to render the treaty retroactive 
in its nature failed utterly because of the 
strong opposition of Great Britain and 
Japan, ‘These countries already possess 
control over a very large proportion of the 
resources of China, probably as much as 
7O per cent. France, Belgium and other 
countries also control important Chiaese 
resources. The extent of the American 
cercession in China is relatively small, 
and it should be apparent that American 
participation in Chinese trade hereafter 
must continue to be exceedingly small un- 
der a.treaty which perpetuates the exist- 
ing status quo in special privilege. 


**Open Door’’ Closed to Us. 


Owing to the failure to include retroac- 
tive clauses in the treaty, the new “open 
door” relates only to a very small part of 
future Chinese commerce, and fails very 
largely indeed to safeguard the interests 
of China herself. Manifestly all the trea-

American public assumes the treaties to be. 

The impressions obtained by our people 
regarding these treaties are almost entire 
ly the result of the control over the Amer- 
ican press exercised by the British pub- 
licity agent during the course of the con- 
ference. For some reason difficult to ex- 
plain the Americans turned over to the 
British publicity agent all publicity mat- 
ters connected with the conference. At 
that time Japan and Great Britain were 
allies, and our only considerable competi- 
tors in naval strength. 

Now if we take into account the inade 
quacy of the treaties to do what they pre 
tend to do, together with the fact that 
false impressions regarding them appear 
to have been deliberately created in this 
country, there would seem to be consider 
able danger to American interests involved 
in reducing our Navy below the treaty 
Navy. This is actually done by the fe 
eent American provision for only 86,00 
men as compared with 104,000 for Great 
Britain and 73,000 for Japan to man theif 
treaty navies. 

A correct understanding of the whok 
si‘uation by the American people would 
surely result in a 5-5-8 ratio of personnel 
—about 110,000 men for the AmericaD 
Navy.

Go back over the history of every per- 
sonnel bill for the Services and it will be 
apparent that Co: ss has never been 
ready, or a part of Congress has never 
been ready, to legislate for the Services. 
The scenes in the House the other day 
were only the repetition of what has taken 
place when any personnel legislation has 
been proposed for an increase in efficiency 
of the military and naval establishments. 
If the Services had waited for years they 
would have been compelled to face the 
same condition. 

With the expiration of the temporary 
increase the time had arrived for Congress 
to fix the permanent pay of the Services, 
and it was much easier to bring the sub- 
ject up at this session than it would be 
in the future. Congress had really ar- 
rived at a‘time when it was called upon 
to make a decision in the matter, and no 
temporary legislation would have passed. 
A resolution continuing the persent rate 
of pay even for a year would have been 
defeated and the pay of the Services would 
have gone back to the 1908 basis to stay. 


A Vote of Confidence. 


After all, the Services are not disered- 
ited in Congress, as the utterances of cer- 
tain pacifists would indicate. Further- 
more, the Services still have the confidence 
of the country, as is indicated by the vote 
on the pay bill in the House the other day. 
Congress on such occasions usually reflects 
the sentiment of the country, for its mem- 
bers endeavor to keep their fingers on the 
public pulse. 

Chairman Madden of the Committee on 
Appropriations, as a matter of economy, 
appealed to the House to defeat the bill. 
Congress is endeavoring to make a record 
in economy and counts that day lost when 
it does not lop off a few millions from esti- 
mates. It has paid very little attention to 
the recommendations of the budget organi- 
zation. There was every reason, in this 
great effort to economize, for the defeat of 
the bill, with the result that the Services 
would have been reduced to the 1908 pay 
schedule. But Chairman McKenzie went 
before the House and asked for an increase 
in the pay of the Services. 

The bill was framed along lines that ap- 
pealed to thinking members, but the 
strongest appeal was that the Services 
should receive deserved recognition from 
Congress for what they have done for the 
country. 

There is no doubt that the action of the 
House will have a splendid effect upon 
the officers and men in all of the Services. 
It must be comforting to the men in the 
Services to know, after all, that Congress 
in a measure appreciates what they have 
done and are willing to do for the country.

INSIGNIA REGULATIONS, 
MILITIA BUREAU. 


The War Department has directed that 
Par. 44, Army Regulations, 600-40, be 
amended so as to prescribe that officers 
and enlisted men under the jurisdiction of 
the Militia Bureau, including (a) those 
detailed in the office of the Chief of Militia 
Bureau, (b) officers in charge of National 
Guard affairs at department and corps 
area headquarters, and (c) all instructors 
detailed for duty with the National Guard 
under the provisions of the National De- 
fense act as amended, should wear the in- 
signia of the Militia Bureau, except in- 
structors detailed for temporary duty dur- 
ing field training.

Senate Sub-Committee 
for Army of 140,000 


With provisions of the Pay bill prac- 
tically decided upon, the Sub-Committee 
of the Senate Committee in charge of the 
Service budget will rush the Army and 
Navy Appropriation bills. The Navy bill 
will not be taken up this week on ac- 
count of the absence of Senator Poindex- 
ter, but the Army bill will be submitted to 
the whole committee not later than the 


first of next week. 

An Army of 140,000 men with an aver- 
age officer stren; for next year of ap- 
porximately 12, was favored on May 
17 by the Senate Appropriations Sub-com- 
mittee, which has charge of the War De- 
partment Appropriation bill. 

The bill, which has yet to be acted on 
by the full committee, proposes an in- 
crease of 25, in the enlisted personnel 
and. of about 1,500 in officers over the 
House provision. The officer strength is 
predicated on the bill suggested by Gen- 
cral Pershing, and his proposals as to 
methods of reducing the present number of 
officers were accepted by the sub-commit- 
tee in principle. 

Although the size agreed on by the sub- 
committee represents a cut of 10,000 from 
the strength asked for by the War De- 
pertment, its acceptance by the sub-com- 
mittee with, it was understeod, only one 
vote against it was regarded as forecast- 
ing its acceptance by the full Appropria- 
tion Committee, and probably its passage 
by the Senate. 

The question. of the size of the Army is 
expected also to cause a battle between 
the House and Senate, provided the latter 
sustains the committee action. The House, 
it will be remembered, had a bitter fight 
over the Appropriation bill, the final vote 
fixing the strength at 11,000 officers and 
115,000 men. ; 

The exact appropriation required to 
comply with the pay bill as passed by the 
House has not been estimated for the 
140,000 Army. Chairman Wadsworth of 
the sub-commmittee plans to seek Senate 
action on the new Pay bill without delay. 

Acceptance of the Pershing proposal af- 
fecting the officer strength would mean, it 
was explained, that a maximum of 13,000 
officers could be retained after July 1, but 
at the end of this year the number of offi- 
cers would be close to 12,000, under the 
retirement proposals of the Pershing bill. 

The House provision for 11,000 officers 
would have made it obligatory on the War 
Department to Giecharge nearly 3,000 by 
June 30, unless about 1,000 officers would 
have been willing to accept a reduction in 
rank, in which eg! pI cut would have 
been slightly under 2,000. 

The figure of 140,000 is only about 1,800 
below the actual strength of the Army on 
April 1 and will mean, therefore, only a 
small reduction in the enlisted strength, 
which it was said will be accomplished on 
expiration of enlistments. 

he sub-committee has agreed to follow 
approximately the estimates on the Na- 
tional Guard, Reserve officers and Citi- 
zens’ Training Camps and other training 
activities. The War Department's per- 
sonnel bill on May 18 was being rewritten 
to fit into the Appropriation bill. 





GENERAL BEACH LECTURES 
AT ARMY WAR COLLEGE. 


Major Gen. Lansing H. Beach; Chief of 
Engineers, on May 4 lectured before the 
class at the Army War College, Washing- 
ton Barracks. He briefly outlined the du- 
ties of the Engineer Corps and its opera- 
tions in conjunction with other branches 
of the Service. He also laid great stress 
on the need of commanding officers of 
higher units to understand the capabilities 
of Engineer troops. He emphasized the 
duties of the Corps of Engineers in con- 
nection with river and harbor work and 
the value of the training received therein 
to Engineer officers, which he stated was 
not generally recognized. 


REORGANIZATION OF A.G.0., 
U.S.A., PROGRESSING. 


In the reorganization of the Adjutant 


General’s Office, U.S.A., under the direc- 
tion of Col. R. C. Davis, Acting The Adju- 
tant General, nine divisions have been 
created. They are the executive, officers, 
enlisted, reserve, miscellaneous, publica- 
tion, old records, selected service and 
World War divisions. 

The officers, enlisted and reservé divi- 
sions compose the personnel bureau which 
is created under the act of Congress. Aside 
from the change in the organization, a 
new system of conducting business by 
more direct methods has been inaugurated. 

The central idea of the new policy is to 
reduce the correspondence between the dif- 
ferent divisions by arranging matters 
through conferences and consultation be- 
tween officers and clerks in wre iy apa 

Officers and clerks are d to con- 
stantly endeavor to employ the simplest 
and most common-sense methods, and each 
and every one will be encou to sub- 
mit any suggestion which, if adopted, 
might increase the speed, accuracy or effi- 
ciency with which the business of.the office 
is handled. 





TRANSFER OF THE TANK SCHOOL 
TO FORT BENNING CONTEMPLATED. 


Although it has been known that there 
was a movement on foot to transfer the 
Tank School, now at Camp Meade, Md., to 
Fort Benning, final action on the proposal 
has been held in abeyance. It has been 
estimated that about $1,000,000 would be 
required to move the tanks down to the 
Infantry School and build the facilities 
that the Army now has at Meade. While 
this move would eventually be a good thing 
and undoubtedly prove a saving to the 
Government in the end, the chances are 
that it will be impossible to make the 
change this year. 

The Service in general does not have 
any conception of the importance of me- 
chanics trained in Tank units. Expert 
mechanics are required to keep the tanks 
in order and running condition. Without 


order to provide mechanics and officers 
who are thoroughly capable of handling 
these tanks the Tank Corps would cease 
to function. 

It is essential that the Tank School keep 
on in its work of turning out skilled men, 
and as the Chief of Staff has not decided 
one way or the other, no move will proba- 
bly be made until accommodations at Fort 
Benning are ready for the Tank School to 
move into. 


ORDNANCE MAINTENANCE 
COMPANIES TO SUMMER CAMPS. 


The War Department has ordered some 
Ordnance maintenance companies, now sta- 
tioned at arsenals, to the summer camps 
for field training and also to assist the 
Ordnance detachments of the camps. It is 
believed that this brief period of field train- 
ing not only will prove beneficial to the 
Service, but will materially assist in train- 
ing in Ordnance matters the men attend- 
ing the camps. The following companies 
have been ordered to proceed at the proper 
time to the camps indicated: 8th Co., Wa- 
tertown Arsenal, Mass., to Camp Devens, 
Mass.; 14th Co., Springfield Armory, 
Mass., to Montauk Point; 15th Co., Frank- 
ford Arsenal, to Camp Meade; 19th Co., 
Watervliet Arsenal, to Plattsburg Bar- 
racks, 33d Co., Rock Island Arsenal, IIl., 
to Camp Custer, Mich.

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Service Pay Bill f 
Reported to Senate 


Service Pay bill with several amend- 
ments noted below was reported favorably 
to the Senate by Chairman Wadsworth on 
May 17 and may be taken up and passed 
at any moment. It may be passed before 
this appears in print. 

The Tariff bill is unfinished business in 
the Senate, and Chairman McCumber of 
the Committee on Finance has control of 
the floor. He has promised Mr. Wads- 
worth that he will yield to him whenever 
there is an opportunity to slip the bill in 
between the speeches that are scheduled 
on the Tariff bill. In all probability the 
Pay bill will come up at one of the even- 
jng sessions Within a day or so, and it is 
not believed that it will take the Senate 
over an hour or so to dispose of the bill, 
although it is possible that some Senator 
may insist upon making a tong speech on 
the measure. 

There is only one real contest that is 
expected and that will be on the amend- 
ments made by the Senate when they come 
pack to the House in the conference report. 

In reporting the bill to the Senate, Mr. 
Wadsworth’s committee accepted the House 
pill provisions fixing the pay of general 
officers of the Army and flag officers of the 
Navy. ‘The House bill fixed the rates of 
pay for these officers $500 below the fig- 
ures in the bill originally recommended to 
the Senate. 

The House bill gives the other Services 
the benefits of the rates of transportation 
over land-grant railroads, and this was ac- 
cepted by the Senate committee. 

The Senate Committee Amendments. 

The bill as passed by the House provides 
the pay of the fourth period for certain 
lieutenant colonels and majors and for vari- 
ous officers including 

“captains of the Army, lieutenants of 
the Navy, and officers of corresponding 
grade who have completed seventeen 
years’ service.’ To this the Senate 
committee recommends the addition of 
the words “except those whose pay is 
limited by law to this grade.” 

This amendment is intended to assure 
that captains of the Medical Administra- 
tive Corps shall not by virtue of seventeen 
years’ service receive the pay of a grade 
beyond that fixed by the National Defense 
act as the highest in their corps—captain. 


The Senate committee strikes out the 
House proviso that 


limits the maximum retired pay of a 
colonel in the Army, captain in the 
Navy or corresponding grade to 
$3,750; of a lieutenant colonel, com- 
mander or corresponding grade to 
$3,375, and of a major, lieutenant 
commander or corresponding grade or 
lower grade to $3,000 per annum. 

The Senate committee report says: 

“It is the belief of your committee that 
if this provision were retained in the bill 
it would be in violation of the~ principle 
upon which retirement of officers in mili- 
tary services is based. It imposes limita- 
tions upon the pay which retired officers of 
certain grades might receive, and these lim- 
itations do, in effect, change the funda- 
mental laws upon which retirement is 
based.” 

It is believed that this amendment of 
the committee will be accepted by both 
Senate and House, although there may be 
considerable discussion on the subject when 
it again reaches the House. There is an 
impression that the House will recede and 
agree to remove this ‘restriction, when 
it becomes known that about 90 per cent. 
of the officers affected by this provision are 
Spanish War veterans and had splendid 
records in the World War. 


In Section 3, relating to federal pay for 
the National Guard when called to ser- 
vice, the committee, evidently for the rea- 
son that the name National Guard was 
not the official designation prior to July 1, 
1916, makes a transposition as indicated 
in the following sentence, striking out the 
bracketed part and inserting the italicized: 

Bee: In computing the increase of 

pay for each period of three years’ 

Service, such officers shall be credited 

with full time for all periods during 

which they .have. held commissions as 

Cficers of any of the Services men- 

tioned in the title of this act for in 

the National Guard] or in the Organ- 
ized Militia prior to July 1, 1916, or 
in the National Guard, or in the Naval 

Militia, .. .” 


The Senate committee strikes out the 

Ouse section 4, 

“That all. persons who have entered 

the Regular Army as commissioned 

Officers shall be entitled to compute 50 

Per centum of their commissioned ser- 

vice in the National Guard and Or- 

fanized (Militia, whether in state or 
federal service, or both, fordlongevity 

Pay.” 

This is what is known as’ the Bland 
‘mendment and met with strong opposition 
i the Senate committee. The report says 
the subject: “One of the purposes of 
this bill isto limit the computation of all 
*tvice not Federal service and all service 
Rot commissioned service to those cases 
Where the computation of service of an- 
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other character has hitherto been author- 
ized by acts of Congress.” 

The House will insist upon retention of 
this section and the Senate in the end will 
probably yield. 


Arguing that by granting to the Army 
and Navy women nurses quarters and sub- 
sistence allowances of officers receiving the 
pay of the second period, as voted by the 
House, discrimination would be made 
against nurses of the Public Health Ser- 
vice, whose pay is not fixed by this act, 
the committee makes the nurses’ allow- 
ances, as in the original bill, those of the 
first period, instead of the second period. 


The repeal of existing laws authorizing 
increase of pay for foreign service and 
commutation of quarters, heat and light 
(old Section 15, now 16), the committee 
would make effective June 30, 1922, no date 
having been set in the bill as passed by 
the House. 


In the Section (18) relative to retired 
pay, the Senate committee inserts an 
omendment for the benefit of former offi- 
cers of the Philippine Scouts as follows: 

Provided, That officers and former offi- 
cers of the Philippine Scouts who were 
placed on the retired list prior to 

June 4, 1920, shall, upon the passage 

of this act, be entitled to promotion on 

the retired list for active duty hereto- 
fore performed subsequent to retire- 
ment, in: accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 127a of the act of 

June 3, 1916, as amended by the act 

of June 4, 1920, and to the same pay 

and benefits received by other officers 
of the Army of like grade and length 
of service on the retired list. 

This amendment is recommended be- 
cause of the anomalous position in which 
the retired Philippine Scout officers, who 
have rendered most important and meri- 
torious service to the Government of the 
United States, find themselves, 


As a result of the amendment made in 
Sec. 18 above, Sec. 22 (old 21) is amended 
to provide that 

“nothing in this act shall operate 
to change existing laws governing pay 
and allowances of - « «. the en- 

listed men of the Philippine Scouts... . 


The Real Fight Is Over, 


The announcement in last week’s ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL that the pay bill had 
passed the House amounted to an assur- 
ance that it would become a law. From 
the beginning it has been recognized, as 
stated in these columns, that the real fight 
would take place in the House. The House 
made so few changes in the bill that it is 
not anticipated that there will be any seri- 
ous trouble in securing an agreement be- 
tween the two Houses. 

Before the debate was concluded in the 
House on May 12 there were not a dozen 
members who did not profess to be in favor 
of at least a small increase in the pay for 
the Services. All through the debate Rep- 
resentative Oliver of Alabama, who led 
the opposition, insisted that the . House 
should pass legislation for a temporary 
increase. ‘There were only a few, includ- 
ing Chairman Madden of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee and Representa- 
tives Sisson of Mississippi, Stafford of 
Wisconsin, Connally of Texas and Kraus 
of Indiana, who refused to recognize the 
justice of the claim of the Services for an 
increase above the 1908 basis. The vote of 
41 in favor of recommitting the bill did 
not represent those who were opposed to 
any increase, for Mr. Oliver was included 
in this list. 

All of the Republican leaders with the 
exception of Mr. Madden supported the 
bill and all the Democratic leaders fol- 
lowed Representative Byrnes in his gal- 
lant fight for the measure. Majority Leader 
Mondell announced early in the considera- 
tion of the bill in the House that he was 
for it, as did Speaker Gillette, Representa- 
tive Campbell of Kansas, chairman of the 
Committee on Rules, and Representative 
Anthony, chairman of the War Depart- 
ment sub-committee on Appropriations. No 
one was more active in lining up the sup- 
porters of the bill than Representative 
Knutson of Minnesota, the Republican 
whip. He was tireless in his efforts, mak- 
ing no small contribution to the sweeping 
victory that was won in the House. 


Mr. McKenzie Worked Hard. 


But this was not the situation which 
confronted Chairman McKenzie when the 
bill came out of the special committee, or 
to go back further, when the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee took up the subject 
of a revision of the pay for the Services. 
The members of the House who are really 
friendly to the Services shook their heads 
ominously and predicted that no bill in- 
creasing the permanent pay of the Navy 
would pass the House. It was then that 
Mr. McKenzie inaugurated his missionary 
campaign. 

An abler champion for the cause of the 
Services could not have been selected. Mr. 
McKenzie has no relatives or near rela- 
tives in. the Service.’ There are no Army 
posts or navy yards in his district. No 
local pressure was brought to bear upon 
him to take up the problem. He had no 
hopes of any political reward other than 
the appreciation of the patriotic people in 
his district who may be-more interested in 
the welfare of the natién than in local 
projects. He approached the subject purely 
in the interest of justice to the Services and 





the welfare of the country. He was splen- 
didly equipped for the task that he under- 
took. He was intimately acquainted with 
the situation in the House and was able 
to determine just how far to go in framing 
a bill in order to secure its passage. He 
has been a student of military affairs from 
a broad national point of view ever since 
he has been in Congress. Few members 
have as thorough a knowledge of the de- 
tails of Service problems. 

During the long debate Mr. McKenzie 
was able to answer all questions from the 
opposition on the technical features of the 
bill without consulting his notes or any 
reports. This was an importar:t factor in 
presenting the bill to the House. 

Above this, Mr. McKenzie enjoys the 
confidence of his colleagues on both sides 
of the House. The result was in a great 
measure a vote of confidence in the gentle- 
man from Illinois, 

Fortunately for Mr. McKenzie and the 
Services, he was able to enlist Representa- 
tive Byrnes of South Carolina. Mr. 
Byrnes went into the fight with the same 
ideals and high purpose as did Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie. Mr. Byrnes is one of the most 
brilliant members on the Democratic side 
of the House and proved ‘himself more 
than an equal to Mr. Oliver in discussing 
the merits of the measure. Mr. Byrnes’s 
position in the consideration of the bill 
took it out of politics and did much to 
place it before the House strictly on. its 
merits. 

Neither in the preparation of the bill 
nor in the presentation of it to the House 
did Mr. McKenzie or Mr. Byrnes appear 
to make a mistake. 

NEW YORK OPENED AS AIRPORT 
BY AEROMARINE AIRWAYS, INC. 


New York city was opened as an airport 
by the Aeromarine Airways, Inc., the larg- 
est aerial transportation company in the 
world operating flying boats, with appro- 
priate ceremonies conducted at 82d street 
and the Hudson river on May 14. C. F. 
Redden, president of the company, was in 
charge of affairs. 

What was said to be a new passenger 
carrying seaplane record was established 
when the company’s flying cruiser Men- 
dosa, with twenty-seven passengers aboard, 
flew from Keyport, N.J., to the airport at 
82d street. It flew thirty miles in twenty- 
one minutes. 

The Mendosa has a wing spread of 104 
feet and is motored with two 400-horse- 
power Liberty engines. 

Contrasting in size with the Mendosa 
and the Santa Maria, a sister plane, was 
an Aeromarine sport boat, with a forty- 
eight foot wing spread, which was used in 
giving flights to those who preferred an 
open machine. 

In addition to the flight program, a series 
of maneuvers intended to demonstrate the 
various points of seaplane operation was 
earried out. 

During the afternoon more than a hun- 
dred invited guests flew down the bay: 
While waiting their turns they were enter- 
tained aboard the steam yacht Wadena. 
The reception committee consisted of In- 
glis M. Uppercu, C. F. Redden, H. F. 
Bruno, Earl D. Osborn and F. Rodriguez.

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Naval Command 
Changes Discussed 


Whether there will be changes in the 
Commanders-in-Chief of the Atlantic, Pa- 
cific and Asiatic fleets is the chief topic 
ef conversation in naval circles. During 
the past week a large number of officers 
from the Fleet have been ordered ashore 
and more are to follow, according to the 
plans of the Navy Department. When all 
of the orders are issued, about the only 
officers on the Fleet who are due for shore 
service will be Admiral Hilary P. Jones, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Atlantic Fleet ; 
Admiral Edward W. Eberle, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Pacific Fleet, and Admiral 
Joseph Strauss, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Asiatic Fleet. With the exception of 
the three Commanders-in-Chief and Rear 
Admiral Ashley H. Robertson, Commander 
of the Destroyer Force of the Atlantic 
Fleet, all of the flag officers have only re- 
cently been ordered to sea. It is true that 
Admiral Strauss served a short tour of 
duty at the Navy Department after his re- 
lief from duty in European waters, but 
this still leaves him among the list of flag 
— who, it is claimed, are due to come 
ashore. 


‘All Making Good Records. 


The fact that the three Commanders-in- 
Chief are making splendid records and that 
everything in the Fleet is moving smooth- 
ly, is not regarded in some quarters as a 
reason why there should not be a change. 
For years there have been advocates of a 
9 by which there should be rather 
requent changes in high commands afloat 
in order to give flag officers experience in 
the command of large units. It is contend- 
ed that in the event of war there should 
be a number of officers to select from who 
have had a tour of duty in high command. 

The authorities by ne means are a unit 
on this theory. The claim is made that 
there have been too many changes on the 
Fleet in the past. Frequent rotation in 
commanders, it is urged, disturbs the 
Fleet’s organization, and it is insisted by 
some of the most eminent authorities that 
when a good commander-in-chief has been 
secured he should not be disturbed as long 
as he is willing to remain afloat. Both 
Admirals Jones and Dberle have been in 
command about a year, and there is a good 
deal of opposition to relieving them inside 
of two years, although Admiral Pberle has 
been at sea more than three years and in 
July Admiral Jones will have completed 
a three-year tour of duty afloat. 

The logical time of relieving the Com- 
mander-in-Chief would be before June 19, 
when the Atlantie Fleet starts on its new 
schedule. It is stated that it is not proba- 
ble that any change will take place before 
that time, and that if it does before the 
end of the second year it will not be until 
next fall after the exercises on the south- 
ern drill grounds. 


Changes in Command. 


In carrying out the program for the re- 
lief of officers from the Fleet who are due 
for duty ashore, a large number of changes 
in commands and assignments of officers 
have already been announced. The Re- 
serve officers who have been in command 
of auxiliaries, but who, under recent legis- 
lation, are to be relieved from active duty, 
are being given a month’s leave in order 
to afford them an opportunity to locate in 
civil life. It is expected that some legis- 
lation will be included in the appropria- 
tion bill to give recognition to the former 
officers of the naval auxiliaries of this class.

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OFFICERS WHO SERVED IN FRANCE. 
ANSWER F. J. LIBBY, THE PACIFIST. 


Frederick J. Libby, executive secretary 
of the National Council for the Reduction 
of Armament, outlined the purposes of that 
body on May 15 in an address before the 
Boston chapter of the Military Order of 
the World War. Col. Hugh W. Ogden, 
Lieut. Col. Walter C. Sweeney, U.S.A., 
Major Elias Field and Major ©. R. Cabot, 
of the Boston chapter of the order, then 
presented the preparedness side. 

The meeting then passed, over almost in- 
audible opposition, a resolution demanding 
that Congress comply with the recommen- 
dations of the President and the Secre- 
taries of War and Navy in determining 
the size of the Army and Navy. ‘ 

Mr. Libby said that the situation to-day 
relative to the desire of the people of 
America for permanent peace differs from 
the similar situation following the other 
great wars in American history in two re- 
spects. These are, he said, that the move- 
ment has an organization and a program. 

The program, he said, calls for three 
things. One is a world organization under 
some name—any name—it matters not 
whether it be League of Nations. Another 
is the reduction of armaments to police 
status, and the third is education for peace, 
so that children of subsequent generations 
will know what a catastrophe war is. 

Colonel Ogden of the Judge Advocate’s 
Department of the A.E.F. declared that 
until nineteen months after the United 
States went into the war American forces 
had no rapid-fire rifles, machine guns, air- 
planes, light artillery or any but a few 
pieces of heavy artillery of American make 
on the line of battle. 

“Until our friend,” he said, indicating 
Mr. Libby, “can bring us a signed agree- 
ment that he can enforce, to stop the other 
fellow from aggression, we don’t want him 
to tell the United States what is a reason- 
able degree of preparedness on our part.” 
This brought a burst of hearty applause. 

“Why was not little Switzerland invaded 
during those four years of war, when Ger- 
many, by swinging a few corps through 
that country, could have crushed France? 
Switzerland had her trained men under 
arms in her mountain passes. Holland 
was not invaded because she mobilized her 
standing army and stood them on the fron- 
tier.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Sweeney of the Reg- 
ular Army, who said that his twenty-four 
years in the Service had brought him in 
contact very largely with civilians, de- 
clared there are no such things as militar- 
ists in the United States, and that nobody 
abhors war more than the men who have 
seen war at close quarters. It is not the 
people of the United States who constitute 
a war menace, he said, but “the other fel- 
low.” He explained this b saying that 
the unpreparedness of the United States 
invited German aggression. 

Major Elias Field, who served in the 
101st Engineers, said that if preparedness 
makes for war one might conclude by glanc- 
ing over the history of this country that it 
had managed to be in war a good share of 
the time without preparedness. 

“If unpreparedness makes for peace,” he 
said, “why was this country ever in war?” 

Major Cabot, formerly of the 26th Divi- 
sion, paid a tribute to the late Col. Augus- 
tus P. Gardner, saying had it not been for 
such men as he there is no knowing what 
the outcome of the late war would have 
been. Major Cabot moved the of 
the resolutions. These ouatetlens dadiared 
that the lack of a military poliey has re- 
sulted in thousands of unnecessary mili- 
tary dead, and that “the insidious pacifist 
propaganda for disarmament by example 
is endangering the success of the move- 
ment for limitation of armaments by inter- 
national agreement.” The support of the 
National Defense act of 1 was de- 
manded.

Foreign Wars. 
April 10, 1922. 

My dear Senator Wadsworth: . 

As a general rule the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars have adopted a policy of refraining 
from making any expressions concerning the 

gooe or talked of reduction of the 

Enitea States Army. However, when oc- 
easion arises when those who have served 
the country as citizens can foresee a danger 
to the future preparedness of our country, 
we deem it is quite —— that we 
take some cognizance of act. 

We are not of the Reguiar Army, and 
therefore feel that we can speak with — 
priety and even with more weight than those 
who are vitally concerned and interested, 
because we feel that we speak as citizens on 
the outside and ones who have had personal 
knowledge of military affairs. 

With this view in mind a referendum 
vote was taken of our representatives and 
council members throughout the various 
states and departments to obtain their ideas 
and views on the subject. Sum substance 
of the result is as follows: 

“That the Veterans of Forei 
the United States feel it their duty as citi- 
zens, who have served in the Army of the 
United States and have experienced the 
necessity for preparedness, to support as 
vigorously as possible the stand that the 
Regular Army should be kept at a minimum 
of not less than 150,000 men and a sufficient 
amount of officers to discharge the duties 
of such an army; and in addition to train 
the National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves and that ample appropriation be made 
to t this into effect.”

The British have protested to the 
Manchurian commander against the ep- 
trenchment of a position on the Mukden 
railway as a violation of the international 
protocol of 1912, prohibiting the interrup- 
tion of communications along the railway.

Present indications are that the next 
phase of operations in China will involve 
a struggle for the possession of the Luan 
river. Wu Pei Fu has announced that he 
will fight to expel Chang-Tso-lin if he 
does not retire with all his troops beyond 
the Great Wall. 


NEW SUBMACHINE GUN 
DEMONSTRATED TO POLICE 
The submachine gun developed by Col 
John T. Thompson, U.S.A., retired,’ was 
demonstrated at the Sportsman’s Service 
Station, Tenafly, N.J., on May 10 for the 
police and city officials of New York, to 
gether with representatives of the Army. 
Colonel Thompson staged fhe demonstra- 
tion in person. 
The gun, designed for both military and 


police use, was presented on this occasion 
for the special benefit of the police. The 
tests were witnessed by representatives of 
Police Commissioner Enright and Distriet 
Attorney Banton; by technical men sent 
by members of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment; by Capt. J. P. Cromwell, 
U.S.A., representing Major Gen. R. L 
Bullard; by Capt. W. G. White, machine 
gun company, Governors Island, and Wy 
Lieut. Col. Edward McLeer, N.Y.N&, 
formerly machine gun officer of the 27th 
Division, representing Major Gen. John.

NAVAL ACADEMY SPORTS.

connection with Academy athletics. 

Lush had been baseball and basketball 
coach at the Academy for a number of 
years, and had a contract under which he 
weuld coach for two more seasons of bas- 
ketball and one of baseball. However, it 
has been known that there bas been con- 
siderable friction for some time, and it 
has culminated in an open break. 

For the remainder of the season the 
nine will be coached by Ensigns Blakeslee 
and Milner, captains of the Navy nine for 
the seasons of 1920 and 1921, respectively, 
and by John Wilson, assistant coach. 





The Naval Academy baseball team de- 
feated Swarthmore 7 to 6 at Annapolis on 
May 13, The Navy played carelessly in 
the first inning, allowing Swarthmore to 
score four runs with only one safe hit.

N.AA.F. IN CONTROL OF SPORTS. 


America’s amateur athletic government 
changed hands at a conference in Wash- 
ipgton on May 9. Control of amateur 
athletics, sports and the physical develop- 
ment of the United States passed into the 
hands of the newly founded National 
Amateur Athletic Federation by the vote 
of more than twenty of the sport-govern- 

oe toon of the country, representing 5,- 
225,000 athletes, and for the first time in 
the history of sport in America the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union’s monarchical control 
was broken. 

The conference, held in the National 
Red Cross building, lasted through the en- 
tire day, and what started in to be a fight 
ended practically in a love match with the 
Amateur Athletic Union and the Intercol- 
legiate A.A.A.A., which had come pre- 
pared for war, partially, if not entirely, 
conciliated. 


Officers Elected. 


The officers chosen were: Honorary 
president, President Harding, United 
States; honorary vice presidents, Secretary 
of War Weeks, Secretary of the Navy 
Denby, and Col.. Robert M. Thompson, 
chairman of the American Olympic com- 
mittee; president, IZenry C. Breckinridge, 
former Assistant Secretary of War; vice 
president, J. B. Byers, Pittsburgh, repre- 
senting the golfers; Meyers, Lawn 
Tennis Association; Col. P. B. Pierce, U. 
S.A., ret., of New York, representing the 
National Collegiate Association; W. 
Prout, representing the Amateur Athletic 
Association, and Mrs. Herbert Hoover, 
representing ‘the Boy Scouts; treasurer, 
Herbert L. Pratt; executive secretary, to 
act temporarily until a paid secretary is 
employed, Elwood Brown; executive com- 
mittee, Dr. John Brown, Dwight Davis, 
St. Louis; Dr. George Fisher, Boy Scouts; 
William Humphries, San Francisco; Lieut. 
Col. Wait C. Johnson,  cargart Ri ns C. 
R. Train, U.S.N., and Prof. . Reed, 
University of Chicago. 

After the all-day argument the consti- 
tution was amended in small details to 
satisfy the protesting A.A.U. representa- 
tives and the one point at issue on the 
clause in the constitution which the A.A. 
U. insisted was meant to rob it of its 
powers was rewritten by Gustavus Kirby, 
of the Intercollegiate Four, and adopted 
as he amended it, making it really stronger 
and more satisfactory than it was before. 


AA.U. Holds Ont. 


Mr. Kirby agreed to sign the federation 
constitution as representing the Intercol- 
legiate, but Frederick Rubien and Joseph 
B. MacCabe of Boston, representing the 
A.A.U., declined to sign the document, say- 
ing they were empowered only to report 
back to their organizations. 

The chances are, however, that the 
A.A.U. will accept the constitution and 
enter the new federation, retaining all its 
powers save the power to forbid open con- 
tests unless under its sanction. 

The forming of the federation promises 
to be the biggest move ever made in Amer- 
ican athletics. Five and a quarter million 
athletes were represented, tennis and golf 
each claiming a million membership of 
clubs; the National Collegiate Association, 
325,000 ; Y.M.C.A.,. 750, ; Army, 158,- 
000; Navy, 80,000; National Gymnastic 
Association, .000; National Rifle As- 
sociation, 100,000; Y.W.C.A., 200,000; 
Boy Scouts, 350,000 ; Girl Scouts, 150,- 
000; Camp Fire Girls, 115,000 ; Y.M.H.A 
250,000 ; American Physical Education 
Association, 300,000; Playground Associa- 
tion, 1,000,000. 

The election of Mr. Breckinridge comes 
as a surprise. He was wanted to head the 
new organization, which was made pos- 
sible by his able handling of the situa- 
tion, but to. accept meant heavy sacri- 
fices, financially and otherwise, and Dwight 
Davis, who..was so su in organiz- 
ing and developing amateur athletics in 


the central West, was suggested. During 
the lunch recess Mr. Breckinridge was 
persuaded by Colonel Thompson, head of 


the Olympic Association, to accept the 
position as part of his duty to the youth 
of the United States, and agreed. 

The formation of the federation leaves 
each of its constituent bodies entire home 
rule, permits each to govern its own af- 
fairs, provided it does not violate the ama- 
teur laws. Further, it makes each body 
vouch for the amateurism of every con- 
testant entered in an open meet and pun- 
ishes both the offending club and the 7th.

COMMISSIONS FOR GRADUATES 
OF U.S.N.A. NOW SEEM ASSURED. 


It is now regarded as settled, on account 
of failure of the Senate to pass any legis- 
lation affecting the commissioned personnel 
of the Navy, that every one of the 540 
midshipmen who will be graduated from 
the Naval Academy during the first week 
of June will be commissioned if he wishes it. | 

However, it is understood that about 
100 members of the class, believing their 
future status to be uncertain, have made 
arrangements to accept positions and have 
handed in their resignations. 

The belief that all will be commissioned 
if they wish is based on the present status 
of the law, which provides that all gradu- 
ates of the Naval Academy shall be com- 
missioned as ensigns. It is believed that 
there is no chance of the Senate’s acting 
on this legislation prior to the graduation 
of the class, so that all will be automatic- 
ally commissioned.

EBARL FRENCH REVIEWS 106TH N.Y. 


Among the most notable reviews ever 
held by the 106th Infantry N.Y.N.G. (23d 
N.Y.), Col. Thomas Fairservis, was that 
held in its armory in Brooklyn, N.Y., on 
the night of May 12 by Earl French, Field 
Marshal of the British armies in the 
World War during 191415. It was 
Field Marshal French who, in the early 
days of the war, conducted the British 


rear guard actions before the overwhel- 
ming numbers of the German army op- 
,osed to his relatively small regular army. 

t was this Army that finally made its 
stand ‘against great odds, and held its 
ground, saving the French channel ports 
frem falling into the hands of the enemy. 

On the same ground as that occupied by 
Earl French at Ypres the 106th Infancry 
of Brooklyn was later on duty and was 
among the forces that broke through the 
famous Hindenburg line. The 106th was 
the first American regiment to fight on 
Belgian soil and the review was an occa- 
sion to revive old memories between the 
reviewing officer and the members of the 
regiment. 

revious to the review Field Marshal 
French was entertained at dinner at the 
Mentauk Club by Colonel Fairservis and 
his officers and a number of distinguished 
citizens and military men from the Regu- 
lar Army National Guard and Naval 
Militia. 

After Dr. S. Parkes Cadman welcomed 
Earl French on behalf of the Borough of 
Brooklyn the guest of the evening was re- 
ceived with t applause. He spoke of 
the great jration the British soldier 
had for the American soldiers their com- 





rades in the World War. He paid hi 
tribute to the fighting qualities of the 
106th as evidenced he said by its deeds on 
the battle line and ag testified to in vari- 
ous official reports from British officers. 

The review was attended by some 5,000 
persons, which was far more than the 
armory could comfortably accommodate. 
Field Marshal French was given a great 
welcome as he entered the drill hall, which 
was specially decorated in his honor, and 
he received another great outburst of ap- 
plause as he passed about the regiment 
during his inspection of it. 

The staff of Field Marshal French dur- 
ing the review consisted of Col. Arthur C. 
Ceusins, aid to the Marshal; Lieut. Col. 
Lemuel Lloyd of the British army; Brig. 
Gen. Franklin W. Ward, N.Y.N.G.; Col. 
William A. Taylor, former commander of 
the 106th; Captain Long, U.S.A., 
Capt. Harry H. Field of the 55th Man- 
chester Regiment of the British army, 
who is attached to the staff of Colonel 
Fairservis. Lieut. H. L. Culliford, 106th 
Inf., was the aid to the Field Marshal. 

In addition to the review there was a 
short drill, followed by evening parade, 
the regiment making a fine appearance in 
ali three events. Field Marshal French 
was most enthusiastic in his praise of the 
exhibition uf the 106th. He declared it to 
be one of the best he had ever witnessed. 

At the conclusion of evening parade 
Earl French made a short address to the 
regiment in which he highly praised its 
gallant work in Belgium, and its exhibi- 
tions of the evening. 

Colonel Fairservis was among the com- 
mittee’ which received Field Marshal 
French on his arrival at New York. The 
Earl expressed his deep appreciation of 
the honor conferred upon him by Colonel 
aula in inviting him to review the 
106th.

In the defeat of Senator New for 
renomination at the primaries in Indi- 
ana, the cause of national defense has 
lost an ardent supporter.

Defense Before Politics 


It is significant because there is a bitter 
controversy raging in Michigan over the 
nomination of a Republican candidate for 
the U.S. Senate. 

The struggle is between Senator Towns- 
end ahd Congressman Patrick H. Kelley, 
chiefly known to fame as the chairman of 
the House Naval Appropriations Commit- 
tee, who, not content with our yielding our 
place as the first naval power in exchange 
for the doubtful benefits of the treaties 
emanating from the Washington Confer- 
ence, wished to cut the naval appropria- 
tion to the point where even the treaty 
Navy would have been unable to operate 
and would become a paper Navy. 

He is the same Kelley who, in spite of 
Lis total lack of naval experience and na- 
val knowledge, did not hesitate to usurp 
the functions of his fellow Congressmen 
ov the Naval Committee of the House, 
who paid no attention to the arguments 
and pleas of Secretary Denby and Presi- 
dent Harding, and who of course had no 
use for anything said by any naval officer, 
they not being active voters in Michigan. 

This editorial, as well as the applause 
given speakers who before audiences 
made up of citizen soldiers and sailors 
heve attacked Kelley, not on _ political 
grounds, but on his attitude with respect 
to the Navy, shows plainly that the time 
is passing when the Army and Navy will 
be fair game for Congressmen without a 
veal sense of duty towards the nation. 


Citizen Soldier at the Polls 


The time has arrived when the citizen 
soldier and sailor are beginning to thor- 
oughly realize that their duty does not 
consist mainly of taking a certain amount 
of training in peace and going on the bat- 
tlefield in war. 

The time has arrived when they are be- 
ginning to realize that the United States 
must have a military policy, that the Army 
and Navy must be efficiently maintained 
in accordance with the dictates of that 
policy and that they, as citizen soldiers 
and sailcrs unhampered by the reserve 
with respect to freedom of speech neces- 
sarily imposed upon Regulars, and in full 
possession of their voting privileges, must 
see that men who have no proper con- 
c-ption of national defense problems, or 
who having it put their personal and sel- 
fish interest above the country’s, are kept 
out of office, or if in, put out; regardless 
of party affiliations and without themselves 
forming a Service party. 

When the wounded are being carried 
back to the field hospitals, when the dead 
encumber the ground, when wiyes and 
mothers mourn husbands and sons killed 
in action or died of wounds or disease, no 
one asks or cares whether they, are Demo- 
crats or Republicans. _They are all Ameri- 
cans. 

The citizen soldier and sailor should 
adopt the same attitude towards. those 
running for office in so far as their atti- 
tude towards national defense is concerned. 


Senate Must Save the Army 


HE nation is looking to the Senate 

i to save the Army from the fate of 

inadequacy and inefficiency to which 
it is condemned under the appropriation 
bill as passed by the House. 

The average American citizen is not a 
He is 
simply a hard-headed person with common 
sense who demands that the Army be given 
a reasonable chance to develop and to 
carry out the present military policy of 
the United States, which is the safest, 
sanest and most economical policy that 
has ever been worked out in this country. 

We believe that the Senate is cognizant 
of this sentiment throughout the country. 


pacifist; neither is he a militarist. 


We believe that the warnings sounded by 
President Harding, Secretary Weeks, Gen- 
tral Pershing and Major General Harbord 
have made an impression on the majority 
of the members of the Senate. We predict 
that many of the shortcomings of the 
House bill will be overcome before the Sen- 
ate is through with it. It is not probable 
that the Senate will be misled by any false 
arguments of economy. The unwise reduc- 
tion of the Army below the minimum re- 
quired for the development of the national 
defense sanctioned by the National Defense 
act would be nothing short of folly. As 
Secretary Weeks says, “The best. talent 
we have in our country, trained in the Ser- 
vice before the war, with the added experi- 
ence of service during the war and with 
the fullest appreciation of our economic 
requirements, is unanimous in the belief 
that we should not reduce our regular 
forces below 150,000 men.” 

General Pershing is no less emphatic in 
his statement on this subject. General 
Harbord has reiterated his belief that the 
House bill defeats the purposes of the Na- 
tional Defense act, and imperils the whole 
contemplated system of national defense. 

It would be an unreasonable body of 
men, indeed, who would fail to listen to 
our military leaders in deciding a matter of 
military necessity; and no one can fairly 
accuse the Senate of being unreasonable. 

The nation at large now looks to the 
Senate to save the Army as an efficient 
force for national defense. We do not be- 
lieve the Senate will betray the people in 
this vital matter. 


The Naval Reserve 


HE improbability of passage of the 

i Naval Reserve bill (H.R. 11066) at 

this session of Congress, combined 
with the omission from the Naval Appro- 
priation bill of funds covering training of 
the Naval Reserve, creates a crisis. in 
Naval Reserve affairs. That important 
naval component, inseparable from the rest 
of the naval establishment, is faced with 
the probability of disintegration unless the 
present Congress provides funds for its re- 
juvenation. 

Last year there were more than 200,000 
in the Naval Reserve. Lack of funds has 
reduced this number to about 16,000, a 
number wholly inadequate with the Regu- 
Tar Navy limited to 86,000 men against a 


war need of 400,000 at least. kn appro- 
priation of funds for the training of a snb- 
stantial Naval Reserve is a pressing oe 
imperative naval requirement. 

Following an exhaustion of Naval Re- 
serve funds the Navy Department, in col- 
laboration with Naval Reserve ‘officers, re- 
cently prepared a bill designed» to make 
the Reserve an integral part of the Navy, 
following the Army precedent, and to place 
it on a premanent basis. This bill (H.R. 
11066) has been introduced in Congress,. . 
but the crowded calendar and the immi- 
nence of the election campaign wili almost 
certainly prevent a vote upon the bill at 
this session. f 


No Funds for Reserve 

Meantime there is no Naval Reserve or- 
ganization except about 5,000 ex-Service 
men who draw retainer pay, and 11,000 
officers and men heid together through 
local and state organizations, without 
any funds whatever from the Federal gov- 
ernment. The expenses of training are 
borne either individually or by the states, 
ana under these conditions the number of 
persons comprising the Reserve is neces- 
sarily limited unduly. . What the Navy 
needs is a national appropriation to cover 
training expenses, such as the National 
Guard now receives. Failure to provide 
such funds will amount to a discrimination 
against the Navy as compared with the 
Army. 

The money is needed urgently now. The 
several hundred thousand civilians who 
served in the Navy during the. war. will 
continue to constitute an invaluable ré- 
serve if they undergo annually a moderate 
period of training. Without such a stim- 
ulus their naval interest, skill and judg- 
ment will wane inevitably and their naval 
value to the country depreciate rapidly. 
This process of disintegration has been in 
progress already for six months. If it is 
extended a year longer it is likely to be- 
come practically permanent for the major 
part of this potentially-valuable personnel. 

Reserves Well Trained 

The Navy's effort during the late war 
was conspicuously efficient notwithstand- 
ing excessive expansion. ‘This was possi- 
ble only because virtually the entire Navy 
was transformed into a training establish- 
ment, while the enemy was held off by thé 
Allied navies. 

The adaptability of the sllniiie land- 
going American civilian to naval require- 
ments proved extraordinary, and when 
the war ended many thousands of them 
were highly proficient. It would be the 


height of folly and false economy to fail 


to retain this great national asset. When 
the American people wake up to the fal- 
lacy in the supposed security given by the 
recent treaties they will realize the press- 
ing importance of naval preparedness 
above all other kinds of preparedness. 

We are now impotent against any. effort 
by Japan contrary to American interests 
in the Orient. Britain has a superiority of 
at least 20 per cent. over ‘us for opera- 
tions anywhere on the seven seas. “This 
is not security. It is an invitation to play 
loose with American interests. The pro- 
tection ‘of Allied navies to afford us se 
for naval training is not likely to be @ 
condition in our next war. 

Let us save the efficiency. of the naval 
veterans of the last war against a proba- 
ble future imperative need. 

Our present resources are about 105,000 
men, counting Regulars and Reserves, to 
man a treaty mavy which the General 
Board says requires 120,000 as a mini- 
mum for peace needs. Where-are the 
other three or four hundred thousand ¢om- 
ing from if we are compelled to go.on a 
war footing? We can have them for the 
comparatively small amount of a million 
a year to cover training costs, ‘To save 
this means perpetual danger, and hundreds 
of millions wasted when the danger is at 
our door. Few items in the current Nava? 
Appropriation bill can -be more essential 
to security than one for the Naval Reserve.

This surprising success, during a time 
when so many claim to be.“fed-up” on the 
Army, is due largely to the personality 
and ability of the Regular Army officers in 
charge, Major Leroy P. Collins and Capts. 
Charles Boyle and Harold Cooney. 

Stanford is especially adaptable for 
Field Artillery work. Field maneuvers 
are possible throughout the year and the 
varied terrain makes it easy to simulate 
service conditions. 

There are two military organizations at 
Stanford. One is a branch of the National 
F.A.R.0.T.C. Camp Association, and the 
other an honorary military fraternity, Pi 
Kappa Tau, the purpose of which is to 
farther military interest and knowledge in 
the university. 

Of the men. graduating from Stanford 
this June, fifteen per cent. of the total 
number of the military department have 
been awarded commissions as Reserve 
officers. 





AMERICAN LEGION IN MANILA WOULD

A tented city is being erected at Platts- 
burg for the accommodation of hundreds 
of young men who will attend the Citizens’ 


Military Training Camps for Infantry 
which will open there on Aug. 2. 
Major Gen. Robert L. Bullard, com- 


manding the 2d Corps Area, has announced 
that barracks will be eliminated at Platts. 
burg this year on account of the recent de- 
struction of somé of them by fire and also 
because tents more readily permit the for- 
mation and maintenance of squads. 

The camp at Plattsburg will be exclu- 
sively for Infantry. Well trained Regular 
Army units will give demonstrations in 
the use of machine guns, automatic rifles, 
hand and rifle grenades, trench mortars 
and other infantry weapons. 

One of the main features of the Field 
Artillery camp at Montauk Point will be 


a course in horsemanship for which a 
large number of artillery horses have been 
secured. These, through long training 


with the Field Artillery, are able to go 
through drills almost as well as the men, 
moving with their caissons, guns and car- 
riages with precision in accordance with 
the peal of the bugle and the flash of the 
scarlet guidon. ‘Max,’ one of the most 
famous horses in the Army, will be at this 
camp. Max is a member of the 7th Field 
Artillery and is one of the few horses now 
in. America that saw service in France. 

The Signal Corps camp at Camp Alfred 
Vail, N.J., will specialize in wireless teleg- 
raphy and the wireless telephone, one of 
the most popular courses of the training 
camps. 

_ The Cavalry camp at Camp Dix will be 
picturesque as cavalry always is. Regular 
cavalrymen will give the students demon- 
strations in “monkey drill,” which includes 
the formation of pyramids, the mounting 
and dismounting from horses at a gallop 
and other features. 

At the same point will be the Enginéer 
camp in which students will learn the 
mysteries of pontoon bridges and other 
engineer work. 

The Coast Artillery camp at Fort Han- 
cock, Sandy Hook, will put on a regular 
target practice with the huge coast de- 
fense guns for the students who choose the 
Coast Artillery course. 

Major Harvey H. Fletcher, recruiting 
adjutant for the camps in the 2d Corps 
Area, has announced that less than 500 
places for the camps remain open and that 
recruiting and applications will be stopped 
after the last day of this month.

KNOWLES. 


Col. Alden C. Knowles, U.S.A., died at 
the Walter Reed General Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D.C., May 11, after ten days’ ill- 
ness following a major operation from 
vhich he never rallied. Colonel Knowles 
was born in New York city Feb. 9, 1873. 
His military career began when he be- 
came a member of Co. C, 7th Regiment, 
N.Y.N.G. He was on active duty with 
this organization during the Buffalo and 
Brooklyn strikes. He joined the Regular 
Amy in 1896 and served with the 13th 
Regiment in the Cuban campaign in 1898, 
was in the battles of El Caney and Santi- 
ago, where he was wounded, and was with 
the 13th during the Philippine Insurree- 
tion. He was a graduate of the Infantry 
and Cavalry and Army Signal Schools, 
and reached the grade of lieutenant colonel 
Aug. 5, 1917. Appointed a temporary 
colonel in 1918 he commanded the 315th 
Infantry throughout the entire period of 
its operations in France and until its final 
demobilization at Camp Dix, N.J., June 9, 
1919. At the time of his death Colonel 
Knowles was a student at the Army War 
College and would have completed the 
course July 1, 

Colonel Knowles was granted a certifi- 
eate “for meritorious services for excep- 
tionally meritorious and conscientious ser- 
vice in organization of Infantry regi- 
nent,” by General Pershing May 15, 1919; 
also silver star citation (315th Infantry) 
“for meritorious service during organiza- 
tion of a regiment of the division, and 
later as a regimental commander of his 
regiment during its service in France; for 
the skilful, tactieal. leadership exhibited 
end his personal courage in directing the 
¢mbat of his regiment under heavy. artil- 
lery and machine gun fire north of Nautil- 
lois in the first phase of the Meuse-Ar- 
fornne offensive, Sept. 28 to 30, 1918. Dur- 
ing all the operations of the 79th Division, 
Colonel Knowles has commanded his’ regi- 
ment loyally, untiringly and_ skilfully.” 
Colonel Knowles is survived by his wife 
ind two children who now reside in 
Washington, D.C. Interment was in Ar- 
ington. Major General McGlachlin of 
the Army War College in general orders 
énnouncing the death of Colonel Knowles 
Said, in part: 

“In his death the Army has lost a con- 
Sientious, able and efficient officer, one 
who in active service in command of an 
ganization of his arm had demonstrated 
18 ability and who by his subsequent 
Work had given promise of a continuance 
of the loyal and faithful service already 
tendered.

Lieut. Comdr. Henry William Pope, 
U.S. Coast Guard, retired, died at his 
home in San Diego, Calif., May 11, 1922. 
He was born April 5, 1875, at Boston, 
Mass., and appointed a cadet in the Rev- 
euue Cutter Service Aug. 16, 1897. He 
scrved in the various grades of the Service, 
being retired on May 14, 1920, for physi- 
cal. disability. 

POYER. 


Comdr. John M. Poyer, U.S.N., retired, 
died at his home, 2230 California street, 
Washington, D.C., May 12, 1922. He was 
bern in Dlinois Sept. 13, 1861, and was a 
graduate of the U.S.N.A. Among other 
duties he served in the U.S.S. Kearsarge 
and Illinois, and was one time the aid to 
Admiral Brownson, when the latter was 
Superintendent of the Academy. In 1905 
Commander Poyer, then a lieutenant, was 
in command of the forward turret of the 
Kearsarge in target practice. Admiral 
Dewey declared that the “unsurpassed ex- 
cellence in accuracy and rapidity of fire’ 
of the forward turret of the "peor 
was “due to the long continued and sys- 
tematic labor of Lieutenant Poyer”’; and 
at the same time Secretary of the Navy 
Moody expressed “the Department’s grati- 
fied appreciation of tMe signal success 
which your work has merited and won.” 
It was such progressive work as he 
achieved at that time which helped for- 
ward the excellence in aim and rapidity 
of fire throughout the Navy. Commander 
Poyer served as recorder of the Depart- 
mental Economy and’ Efficiency Commis- 
sion, then on the committee in revising 
plans and assignment of space in the new 
Navy Building, on the Naval Reserve and 
Naval Militia Boards, and in the collect- 
ing together and shipment of the Navy’s 
exhibit to the Panama-Pacific Interna- 
ticnal Exposition at San Francisco. He 
also served as Governor of American 
Samoa, being appointed to that office in 
1915. He was retired from active service 
in 1909 on his own application. 


SIMONS. 


Major John W. Simons, jr., Air Ser., 
U.S.A., who was killed in an airplane ac- 
cident at Ellington Field, Texas, on April 
5, as noted in the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of April 8, page 750, was the eldest 
son of John Waring and Louisa Edmonds- 
ton Simons. He was a nephew of the late 
Col. William H. Simons, U.S.A., who died 
at Camp Gordon, Ga., in April, 1918, and 
a brother of Capt. Lewis Simons, 55th Inf. 
A correspondent sends the following facts 
concerning Major Simons, in addition to 
those already published in this paper. 

Major Simons was graduated from the 
Scuth Carolina Military Academy, now 
krown as the Citadel, in June, 1906, third 
in his class and a cadet captain. For a 
year after his graduation he was com- 
mandant of cadets at the Welsh Neck High 
School at Hartsville, 8.C. 

He was appointed second lieutenant, 6th 
Infantry, USA. on Jan. 4, 1908, and 
served with that regiment in the Philip- 
pine Islands, and at posts in the States, 
and on the Mexican border. He was 
transferred to the Ist Infantry, in 1915, 
and joined that regiment at Schofield Bar- 
racks, T.H., and was promoted captain in 
1917, returning to the United States in the 
fall of that year, having been detailed in 
the Signal Corps. He was promoted ma- 
jor (temporary) on Jan. 23, 1918, and in 
April of that year he was transferred to 
the Aviation Section, Signal Corps. 

After qualifying as an airplane pilot, 
Major Simons, among other duties, was in 
command of Park Field, Millington, Tenn., 
and was in command of the Curtiss Elm- 
wood Air Reserve Depot in Buffalo, N.Y. 
From the latter part of 1919 until the 
time of his death was on duty in the office 
of the Chief of Air Service. Major Simons 
participated in a number of notable flights, 
including the Dallas-Boston  reeruiting 
flight, the transcontinental race in 1919, 
and the New York-Toronto race in the 
same year, On July 1, 1920, he was trans- 
ferred to the Air Service, with the rank 
of major. 

The accident which resulted in the 
death of Major Simons on April 3, oc- 
curred while Major Simons was in com- 
mand of several pursuit planes defending 
a bombing plane. Seeing the enemy below, 
Major Simons dived out of the formation 
to attack him, and Lieut. Gerald H. Fitz- 
patrick, who was directly behind, shortly 
followed him, apparently to aid in the at- 
tnck. Major Simons turned upward, and 
Lieutenant Fitzpatrick, not seeing him do 
so, crashed into him from behind, the two 
planes being at an altitude of about 1,200 
feet. 

Lieutenant Fitzpatrick’s right wings 
were bent back by the collision, and his 
propeller cut off the fuselage of Major 
Simons’s plane, directly in rear of the 
pilot’s seat. Major Simons’s plane then 
fcll directly to the ground, there being no 
control possible, and it struck with such 
fcree that the engine was driven between 
six and seven feet into the ground, and 
Major Simons, the pilot. was instantly 
killed. The wreck caught fire from the 
burst gas tank, and was badly burned be- 
fure the fire was extinguished. 

Major Simons’s body was sent to 
Charleston, S.C., for funeral and inter- 
ment, with Capt. George C. Tinsley, A.S., 
as escort. The funeral. services were held 
at the Church of the Holy Communion on 
April 7, six Citadel cadéts serving as 
active pallbearers, and Major Albert G. 
Goodwyn, U.S.A., retired, Major Paul J. 





Horton, C.A.C., Capt. James C. Hutson, 
C.A.C., and Capt. George C. Tinsley, A.S., 
acting as honorary pallbearers. Inter- 
ment was in the family plot in Magnolia 
Cemetery.

AMERICAN REPRESENTATIVE NAMED 
TO REVISE RULES OF WAR. 


John Bassett Moore, a leading Ameri- 
can authority on international law and a 


member of the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national Justice at The Hague, has been 
selected by President Harding and Secre- 
tary of State Hughes to represent the 
United States on the International Com- 
mission of Jurists to consider the amend- 
ment of the rules of war. 

Mr. Moore is the only American repre- 
sentative selected, although, under , the 
terms of the resolution adopted on Feb. 4 
py the Washington Arms. Conference, two 
might have been named. The conference 
resolution provided that the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan 
should select not more than two represen- 
tatives each to consider the question of re- 
vising the rules of international law per- 
taining to new agencies of warfare. 

The United States is authorized by the 
resolution to fix the time and place for the 
meeting of the commission after consulta- 
tion with the other powers. At the State 
Department it was said that Secretary 
Hughes was not yet ready to make an an- 
nouncement as to these particulars.

SENATE TAKES UP ARMY NOMINATIONS. 


With the Service Pay bill reported with 
amendments in the Senate, the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs is discussing the large num- 
ber of Army nominations now —< before 
it. The supporters of Lt, Col. Duncan Major 
are pressing for action on his nomination for 
promotion. The opposition does not appear so 
anxious to bring up the case. 

This indicates that Oolonel Major’s friends 
are confident they have the votes to secure his 
confirmation. The claim is made that there has 
been a reaction, both in the committee and in 
the Senate, in favor of the colonel, although 
the opposition refused to admit it. The charge 
is being made that the opposition is the out- 
growth of a political situation in Massachu- 
settt’. This belief is confirmed by the fact that 
the opposition has waited four years before 
bringing any charges against the colonel. The 
fight was started against Maj. Peck shortly after 
the close of the war, but no steps were taken 
against Col. Major until he came up the second 
time for promotion. Now there are certain 
members of the mi,itary committee who are vio- 
lently opposed to involving the Army in local 
polities. 

The confirmation of the Army nominations, 
however, is delayed by another development in 
the Philippine Scout case. It is stated that 
Chairman adsworth, in his recent hearing be- 
fore the Department of Justice, impressed the 
Solicitor General with the importance of a re- 
vision of the opinion recently rendered by the 
Department. Until the Solicitor General renders 
another opinion on the case there will be no ac-

OIL BURNING ENGINES TESTED 
FOR ARTILLERY TRACTORS. 


To determine the feasibility of using oil- 
burning engines in automotive combat vehi- 
cles, extensive studies have been made by 
the Ordnance Department in conjunction 
with the Field Artillery. While the prin- 
cipal commercial advantage is cheaper fuel, 
there are other important military advan- 


tages, such as the elimination of the car- 
buretor, magneto and all electrical wir- 
ing, making the waterproofing of the motor 
a relatively simple matter. 

A mass of information has been obtained 
and digested, covering practically every 
commercial domestic and foreign oil-burn- 
ing engine. Though there are numerous 
successful stationary and marine oil-burn- 
ing engines of the Diesel, Junker, De la 
Verne and Hvid types, no manufacturer 
has successfully produced and placed on 
sale a motor for automotive purposes that 
can function satisfactorily on all fuel oils. 
Extensive tests are being carried on and 
some have already developed motors which 
will operate on kerosene and lighter oils. 
From all recognized fields in the United 
States and Mexico samples of crude oil 
have been obtained. Also numerous sant- 
ples of “fuel oil” from widely separated 
sources have been procured so as to deter- 
mine the variations which are expected in 
the crude and fuel oils. These have under- 
gone severe laboratory tests. 

The recent investigations reveal the fact 
that many of the present troubles are due 
to. residue . of- black oil,. petrol, tar and 
silica, which do not burn in the cylinders 
of existing engines and result in rapid 
carbonization with the usual knocking and 
pre-ignition.

Major General Rickards in this letter sent 
to Adjutants General of all states and terri- 
tories says: 

‘*By a decision of the Comptroller Gencral 
dated ” april 24, 1922, you are advised that 
non- -commissioned officers attending drills or 
instruction ordered for them alone cannot be 
considered in arriving at the total number of 
drills ordered for their organizations for which 
pay is due during a month, as the law spe 
cifically states ‘ that no enlisted man 
shall receive any pay . for any month 
in which he shall have attended less than sixty 
per cent. of the drills or other exercises pre 
seribed for his organization. 

‘‘As the non-commissioned officers of the 
unit do not constitute a military organization 
they are but a part of the organization, and, 
therefore, the attendance at such a schoo! for 
non-commissioned officers is not attendance at 
a drill ordered for their organization. In view 
of this fact credit for armory drill pay cannot 
be claimed for such attendance of non-commis- 
sioned officers separate from their organiza- 
tions.

Questions having to do with military or naval 
matters will be answered in thie department as 
soon as possible after their receipt, or, lacki 
space, by mail, provided a stamped, eelf- 
dressed envelope is sent.

J. H. Q.—The Judge Advocate General has 
held that the War Department is without author- 
ity to compel a retired enlisted man to con- 
tribute to the support of his divorced or sepa- 
rated wife, and no part of ‘his retired pay and 
allowances can be set aside by the War Depart- 
ment for that purpose without his consent. 

SERGEANT BUGLER, RETIRED.—You are 
in the fourth grade. In event the pay bill be- 
comes a law in its pres.nt form, your retired 
pay will be $66.37; this, of course, assuming 
that you have had over twenty years’ service. 

RETIRED.—yYou are in the second grade. 
In event the present bill becomes a law, your 
retired pay would be three-fourths of $105 plus 
allowances of $15.75, same that you are re- 
ceiving now, total retired pay $94.50. Assum- 
ing that you have had over twenty years of 
service. 

STAFF SERGEANT, RETIRED.—Under the 
bill pending in Congress, you would be in the 


third grade, which would make your retired 
pay $83.25. If you have had twenty years of 
actual service, no double time counted, you 


can enter the National Soldiers’ Home and re- 
ceive your retired pay just the same. This has 
no bearing on the fact that you are residing 
in the Home. 

T. N. asks: What dates did the 5th Cavalry 
leave Porto Rico and sail for the Philippines 
in 1900? 

J. W. C.—The 8th, 11th and 13th Field 
Artillery Regiments are at Schofield Barracks, 

T f you are discharged at Camp Bragg, 
having enlisted in the Hawaiian Islands, you 
will be entitled to travel pay to San Francisco. 
No doubt your request for re-enlistment for 
service in the Islands will be favorably con- 
sidered on your offer to pay your own way to 
San Francisco as you suggest. Ask your C.O. 

J. K. H.—A first sergeant is in the second 
grade; a color sergeant in the third. The new 
pay bill proposes to make the rate of pay in 
these grades $84 and $72 base. In these 
gredes the pay of men of over twenty years’ 
service would be $105 and $90 active; three- 
fourths pay on retired list would be $78.75 
and $67.50 plus $15.75 allowances; totals, 
$94.50 and $83.25. 

OLD SUBSCRIBER, Q.M,C.—It is contem- 
plated to hold examinations some time in the 
future for appointment to the grade of master 
sergeant, Q.M.0. In the meantime, however, 
any vacancies that may occur in the grade of 
master sergeant will be filled by appointments 
of technical sergeants, Q.M.C., who were ap- 
pointed prior to 1917 and who held commis- 
sions during the emergency. Date of rank as 
technical sergeant, Q.M.C., will govern in 
making selection of men for appointment to 
the grade of master sergeant, Q.M.C. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


Ruling against the allowance of commutation 
for dependents in the case of a naval officer 
stationed at Guam, the Comptroller General 
says that while determination of what consti- 
tutes ‘‘duty in the field’’ under the act of 
April 16, 1918, was considered by. former ac- 
counting officers as in general a military ques- 
tion for the Secretary of the Navy, such 
termination may not be arbitrary or contrary 
to the facts, and so where a station has been 
long established, and funds for maintenance 
have for some time been regularly appropriated, 
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duty there cannot be recognized as ‘‘duty in 
the field.’’ 


According to par. 1225, A.R., an enlisted 
man at expiration of a furlough will be paid 
tommutation of rations at money value of one 
ration per diem, provided that on or before the 
last day of furlough he has reported at his 
proper. station or has been discharged. A sol- 
dier reported at a station other than his- own 
on the day before expiration: and arrived at 
his own station’ four days after expiration of 
his furlough, and the delay in reporting was 
excused. .The Comptroller General rules that 
the commutation of rations did not accrue to 
this man during the furlough period, saying: 
‘*It is evident that the regulation is drawn to 
place a premium on prompt return from fur- 
lough to the proper station of an enlisted man. 
. « « A report at some other station for 
the purpose of securing transportation to his 
proper station is not a report at his proper 
station within the meaning of the regulation.’’ 


An Engineer officer was authorized to travel 
a certain number of times between Tampa and 
Jacksonyille. He made these trips. by. automo- 
bile and submitted his claim for mileage at 
seven cents, The Comptroller General calls 
attention to a decision of March 1, 1922, that 
‘*The failure of the officer, or his inability te 
secure Government transportation requests for 
travel over land grant railroads does not re- 
lieve him from this deduction.’’ The Comp- 
troller General says: ‘‘This is equally appli- 
cable to Engineer officers on rivers and har- 
bors work and is controlling whether travel is 
by railroad or by other means of transporta- 
tion, as the officer cannot increase the statu- 
tory obligation of the Government (four cents 
per mile where the established route of travel 
is over a land grant railroad) by failing or 
refusing to utilize the usual and ordinary means 
of transportation available. . . . Deduction 
should be made for the land grant involved,’’ 


A man was appointed first lieutenant, N.J. 
N.G., to date from June 5, 1919; was Fed- 
erally recognized July 29, 1919; examined by 
a board Feb. 23, 1921, found not professien- 
ally qualified, and Federal recognition was 
withdrawn June 8, 1921. The Comptroller 
General says he is not entitled to Federal pay 
for drill attendance, the decision concluding: 
‘‘A. man appointed an officer by the governor 
of a state subsequent to June 3, 1916, does not 
come within the benefits of the act so far as 





Federal compensation is concerned until he has 
first taken and successfully passed the required 
examination [Sec. llv, N.D.A.]; he is no more 
entitled to compensation before taking and 
passing the examination than he is after failure 
to pass the examination.’’ 

The provision of the act of June 12, 1921, 
for ‘‘mileage at five cents per mile to midship- 
men entering the Naval Academy for examina- 
tion and appointment as midshipmen,’’ the 
Comptroller General says; does not apply in 
the case of a midshipman who had previously 
resigned on request after a finding of deficiency 
at the end of his first term and was reinstated 
under the act of Oct. 22, 1921, The reinstate- 
ment provision, the decision says, ‘‘entitled 
him only to such rights and privileges as are 
expressly provided therein, and since it makes 
no provision for mileage, no right to mileage 
accrues to the midshipman by reason of his 
reinstatement.’’ 


The Comptroller General sustains a memo- 
randum decision that Federal pay is not au- 
thorized for attendance at non-commissioned 
officers’ school in addition to the drills pre- 
scribed for the [National Guard] orgaiization 
as a whole. The Comptroller General says: 
‘*The plain and clearly expressed intent of the 
statute is that the drills or equivalent military 
duty for which payment is authorized shall be 
for the entire organization. Attendance at a 
school for non-commissioned officers is not at- 
tendance at a drill for their organization, and 
payment for such attendance is not authorized 
as for attendance at an ordered drill of the 
organization, However, in view of the fact 
that the schools for non-com. officers were au- 
thorized by superior state officials and the fact 
that the intent of the statute is disclosed by 
an examination of the entire act relating to 
the National Guard, payments heretofore made 
for attendance at schools for non-commissioned 
officers in the circumstances herein indicated 
will be passed to te credit of the disbursing 
officer makins the payments.’’ 


A company engaged on various war-time sup- 
ply» contracts expressed its willingness to_re- 
ceive at its warehouses about 13,000 broken 
Army cots, pending the letting of contracts for 
their repair. The company offered. a month 
later, to make the repairs at $4 per cot, the 
Government to furnish 25,000 yards of cover 
cloth; another offer, two weeks later, was at 
$2.15. The bids were considered too high and 
were rejected. The company afterward sent & 
bill’ for $900 storage and $219 handling 
charges. _A board recommended settlement, at 
$409. The company returned this check, as- 
serted claim for $127.69 for cartage and re- 





asserted claim for storage for.entire period the 
cots were in its warehouse. 

The Oomptroller General says there was 
epasress per, carte ms t pa pe 
with Sec, » Rey.

The widow of a field clerk requested a re- 
view in the matter of the disallowance of her 


claim for six months’ gratuity as the bene- 
ficiary of her late husband.

The Comptroller General sdys that 
listed men of the Regular Navy are 
to the Fleet Naval Reserve after sixt 
twenty years’ naval service and are placed on 
inactive status they are entitled to travel al- 
lowances, but if continued on active service 
after transfer, right to travel allowance does 
not accrue until released from active service. 







A commanding officer's authority to advance 
men in enlisted ratings in the Navy is derived 
from instructions from the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. An apprentice seaman was advanced to 
ship's cook 8d class after the issurance of a 
Bureau letter of instructions which contained 
the following: ‘‘Present personnel situation is 
such as to require most urgent care to avoid 
congestion in petty officer ratings. Until fur- 
ther notice, no future advancements in ratings 
will be made except in accordance with in- 
structions herein. .'. .’’ The Comptrolier 
General says: ‘‘The presumption is that the 
man’s commanding ¢6fficer had know! of 
the letter in question. . . . Bureau directed 
cancellation of claimant's rating; ‘hé was not 
legally advanced.to rating of . ’s cook 3d 
class, and is not entitled to pay thereof.’’

Neither is 
he entitled to the $90 enlistment tuity un- 
der the act of June 4, 1920, which is pros-:
